A new process dev eloped by 
Westinghou se

—to be u sed and then tossed 
away , like paper matches. 
The new process imprints the 
transistors—600 at a time—on 
one-inch-squ are frame on almost 
any material, and the produ ct 
can be wou nd like a roll of film. 
Thou gh still in the dev elop 
mental stage, a nu mber of u ses 
are already foreseen for flex i 
ble transistors, inclu ding: Cir­ 
cu its on data cards, docu ments 
and credit cards to facilitate 
electronic processing; teaching 
manu als with working circu its 
printed right in the book; pads 
of tear-off circu its for labora­ 
tory or home workshop ex peri­ 
ments; electronic implants and 
sensors for medical u se; and 
in toy s, hobby kits and nov el­ 
ties.

MONTGOMERY, Ala. - (AP) 
— Third-party presidential can­ 
didate George C. Wallace has 
nearly completed a draft of his 
platform which he say s will be 
released nex t week. 


Wallace has rested 
at his 
Montgomery 
home 
and 
con­ 
ferred with aides on campaign 
strategy all week. He resu mes 
his stu mping Monday in Chica­ 
go. And is schedu led for stops in 
six other states in the North and 
Midwest nex t week. 


An aide said the former Ala­ 
bama gov ernor worked with his 
staff Friday on the long-delay ed 
choice of a ru nning mate. 


Wallace also talked with “cer­ 
tain 
indiv idu als” 
in 
v ariou s 
parts of the nation abou t his 
v ice 
presidential 
choice, 
the 
aide said. Wallace said earlier 
he hopes to annou nce his pick 
nex t week. 


In New York City , the Wal­ 
lace campaign organization ini­ 
tiated legal action to compel the 
city to grant a permit for an 
Oct. 9 campaign rally in mu nici­ 
pally owned Shea Stadiu m. 


The city tu rned down the bid 
for stadiu m u se Thu rsday , say ­ 
ing the facility is “designed for 
sports, entertainment and recre­ 
ational ev ents and is not av ail 
able for political rallies.” 


Wallaces aides said they haci 
reached an oral contract for u se 
of 
the 
stadiu m 
and 
paid a 
$10,000 deposit before the city 
rejected the bid. They charged 
the 
decision 
was 
“ politically 
motiv ated.” 


The New York Civ il Liberties 
Union joined the su it against the 
city say ing its refu sal to allow 
Wallace u se of the stadiu m v io­ 
lates constitu tional 
gu arantees 
of freedom of speech.

B52 bombers rained almost fou r 
million pou nds of bombs Friday 
and today on enemy positions, 
mostly in the Cambodian fron­ 
tier area where the enemy has 
tried three times in three day s

Grou nd fighting slackened bu t 
in one engagement in the north­ 
ern war zone, the enemy shelled 
the Special Forces camp at 
Thu ong Du e, 35 miles sou thwest 
of Da Nang, and attempted to 
ov erru n two small militia ou t­ 
posts nearbj. 
Two Vietnamese 
defenders were reported killed 
and 11 wou nded. 


Allied forces arou nd the cou n­ 
try also continu ed to tu rn u p en­ 
emy war su pplies, inclu ding 54 
tons of rice, 400 mortar shells 
and 20 cases of ex plosiv es and 
other equ ipment. 


The B52s stru ck 11 
times, 
mostly along a line that paral­ 
lels 
the 
Cambodian 
frontier 
abou t 7 0 miles northwest of Sai­ 
gon. One raid northwest of Tay 
Ninh City was within a few 
thou sand y ards of the frontier. 
Allied 
intelligence 
officers 
said they were pu zzled by the 
pattern of enemy maneu v ers in 
this area. One estimate is that 
the enemy command does not 
now hav e forces in position for a 
major th ru st, at its u ltimate 
goal, Saigon, and is harassing 
border ou tposts to draw ou t

The increased B52 raids in

CHICAGO (AP) — Illinois Re­ 
pu blicans u nanimou sly adopted 
Friday a platform which paral­ 
lels one approv ed last week by 
state Democrats by opening the 
door for the fu tu re endorse­ 
ment of a state income tax . 
Approv al of the 13-point plat­ 
form came withou t discu ssion 
after it was read to some 300 
delegates attending the recon­ 
v ened session of the Illinois Re­ 
pu blican State Conv ention. 


Richard B. Ogilv ie, GOP can­ 
didate for gov ernor, called the 
platform one “we can all he 
prou d to su pport.” 
It marked the first time in 10 
y ears both parties left the way 
clear for a state income tax . 
Fou r y ears ago Repu blicans and 
Democrats opposed the tax ou t­ 
right. 
The rev enu e plank calls the 
present tax stru ctu re in Illinois 
“ neither fair nor adequ ate” and 
one which “fails to meet the 
ev er-increasing 
demands 
for 
pu blic fu nds.” 
The plank does not specifical­ 
ly endorse a state income tax 
bu t calls for a tax stu dy which 
wou ld inclu de “ an ev alu ation of 
the 
many 
reasons 
for 
and 
against a state income tax .” 
It specifically su pported con­ 
gressional passage of a federal­ 
ly shared income tax rebate 
program to the states accord­ 
ing to popu lation. 
Ogilv ie and Richard M. Nix ­ 
on, GOP presidential candidates, 
strongly endorse the rebate pro­ 
gram. 
Other planks giv e su pport for 
legislation requ iring mandatory 
imprisonment tor 
persons con­ 
v icted of crimes inv olv ing fire­ 
arms, increased state aid to 
pu blic edu cation, the proposed 
constitu tional conv ention and thr* 
$1 billion natu ral resou rces bond 
issu e. 
The platform su pports person­ 
al property tax relief for persons 
65 and ov er liv ing on pensions 
or other fix ed income and the 
dev elopment of a means to al­ 
lev iate tax inequ ities for farm­ 
ers.

Because so many men who 
would now- be in their 40s and 
50s were killed in World War II, 
there is a serious shortage of 
able leaders in the middle-man- 
agem ent levels of the Soviet hi­ 
erarchy. 


As a consequence, the 
Mos­ 
cow ruling group is com posed in 
great m easure of men in their 
60s, with a far-too-sm all leaven­ 
ing of middle-aged and younger 
men. 


Because of this middle leader­ 
ship gap the “ old” rulers have 
become intellectually inbred and 
have grown isolated from the 
young men and women now in 
their 20s and 30s. 


F a r too often, these old men 
look to the past and the past 
alone. It is said they “ cannot 
forget 
the lessons learned 30 
years ago (or) . . . learn the 
lessons of the present.” 
Worse yet, m ost of the aging 
leaders grew to power in the 
days of Stalin. In the words of 
one observer, “ The m ajority of
